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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Medical  Oflicer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1966. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  present  a  satisfactory  picture.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  17.4  deaths  per  one  thousand  live 
births  and  was  below  the  national  average  rate  which  was  19.0.  There 
were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
increased  from  696  in  1965  to  714  in  1966  and  again  the  commonest 
causes  of  death  were  cancer,  heart  disease  and  strokes,  this  is  in  keeping 
with  the  national  pattern. 

132  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
155  cases  notified  during  the  previous  year.  A  small  outbreak  of  para¬ 
typhoid  fever  occurred  during  the  summer  and  details  of  the  measures 
taken  to  contain  the  outbreak  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Cutler’s  report. 

My  thanks  again  are  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department 
for  their  loyalty  and  assistance.  To  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  my  appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and 
support  afforded  to  me.

1 .  Population- 

The  Population  of  the  Borough  at  the  middle  of  1966  is  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  at  36,600,  the  same  as  in  1965,  10,840  more 
than  in  the  1931  census,  6.257  more  than  the  1951  census,  and  378  more 
than  the  1961  census. 

2.  Births. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  402  live  births  —  195  males 
and  207  females  —  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board;  the  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  ample  in  quantity.  Practically  all  houses  in  the 
Borough  receive  their  supply  direct  from  the  mains,  but  some  of  the 
larger  houses,  hotels,  etc.,  are  provided  with  storage  cisterns. 

All  water  is  mechanically  filtered;  lime  water  is  added  to  prevent 
action  on  lead,  and  the  water  is  afterwards  chlorinated.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  annual  report  upon  certain 
aspects  of  the  Health  Department  duties, 

During  the  year,  the  Department’s  establishment  was  increased 
by  one  typist  post  to  deal  with  the  increased  volume  of  correspondence 
generated  by  the  additional  responsibilities  allocated  to  the  Department 
over  the  past  few  years.  Miss  G.  A.  Rogerson  was  appointed  (o  this  post 
in  August. 

It  proved  to  be  impossible  to  obtain  a  second  Student  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  Council  when  it  was  decided 
to  increase  the  student  establishment.  Advertisement  failed  to  attract  a 
suitably  qualified  applicant.  A  further  effort  will  be  made  to  fill  this 
vacancy  during  1967. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to  Salmonella  Para-Typhi  B 
occurred  at  the  end  of  June,  1966  and  lasted  into  July.  In  all,  twenty 
cases  were  reported,  fourteen  of  them  being  guests,  and  six  staff,  of  a  hotel. 
Although  not  definitely  established,  the  infection  was  probably  introduced 
into  the  hotel  bv  a  family  who  stayed  as  guests,  one  member  of  this  family 
had  a  history  of  a  gastro  intestinal  infection  of  unknown  origin  immediately 
preceding  their  period  of  residence. 

The  outbreak  resulted  in  the  investigation  and  specimening  of  some 
350  contacts  in  this  Borough  and  other  Local  Authorities  and  the  exclusion 
from  work  of  several  food  handlers.  The  outbreak  was  quickly  contained 
and  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  with  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
of  the  Health  Departments  of  other  Authorities  and  also  the  hotel  manage¬ 
ment  and  staff. 

The  overnight  parking  of  caravans  on  roadside  verges  and  other 
open  land  in  the  Borough  increased  during  the  year  under  review.  Land 
adjoining  the  Queensway,  one  of  the  approach  roads  to  Blackpool,  was 
particularly  used  by  caravans,  as  a  result  one  plot  of  land  became  badly 
littered  and  soiled.  I  understand  preventive  measures  are  in  hand  to 
render  this  particular  land  inaccessible  to  caravans. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  would  place 
on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  throughout  the  year  and  acknowledge,  with  gratitude,  the  unfailing 
assistance  which  1  have  received  from  my  colleagues  and  staff.

Information  concerning  the  three  samples  returning  positive  results 
on  Brucella  Biological  Tests  was  communicated  forthwith  to  the  Local 
Authority  in  whose  area  the  milk  was  produced. 

Three  samples  of  heat-treated  milk  were  also  submitted  for 
examination  each  of  which  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase 
Tests. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

St.  Annes  Public  Abattoir 

All  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  carried  on 
at  the  Council’s  Public  Abattoir.  Some  30%  of  the  carcase  meat  from  this 
Abattoir  is  exported  into  the  neighbouring  rural  areas  and  home-killed  meat 
is  brought  into  the  Borough  from  other  Abattoirs,  mainly  those  at  Blackpool 
and  Liverpool. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir  showed 
an  increase  on  the  ‘  throughput  ’  for  1965,  the  figures  being  15,954  in 
1965  and  18,721  in  1966. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  pigs  was  again  very  low,  and  the 
complete  absence  of  this  infection  in  all  bovine  animals  slaughtered  is 
indeed  a  tribute  to  the  work  in  recent  years  to  control  this  disease. 

The  number  of  entire  carcases  and  offal  rejected  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  showed  a  slight  increase  this  year,  the  figure  of  54  being 
8  more  than  last  year’s  figure  and  15  more  than  for  the  year  1964.

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FOOD  HYGIENE 

This  section  of  my  report  deals  with  the  progress  made  during  the 
second  year  that  the  Borough  has  had  the  benefit  of  the  service  of  one 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  fully  engaged  on  the  specialist  duties 
of  Food  Hygiene. 

The  volume  of  his  work  is  shown  in  the  table  of  visits  to,  and  the 
list  of  defects  remedied  at,  food  preparing  premises  and  food  businesses. 
The  quality  of  the  work  is  demonstrated  by  the  increasing  number  of 
both  existing  and  prospective  management  of  food  businesses  who  volun¬ 
tarily  seek  the  Department’s  advice  on  matters  and  problems  relating  to 
food  hygiene. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Market,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations,  1966  together  with  one  amendment,  which  were  due  to  come 
into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1967,  resulted  in  considerable  preparatory 
work  being  done  by  the  Food  Hygienist  both  by  inspection  and  advice 
to  operators  of  stalls  and  vehicles.  Thus  by  the  appointed  day  most  of 
the  stalls  and  vehicles  achieved  a  full  compliance  with  the  Regulations. 

One  way  of  demonstrating  quite  dramatically  incorrect  cleansing 
routines,  is  the  taking  of  swabs  from  utensils  and  equipment  such  as  slicing 
machines,  and  also  specimens  of  sliced  cooked  meats  on  display  in  shops. 
A  total  of  43  swabs  and  9  specimens  were  taken  during  the  year,  and 
where  high  bacteriological  counts  were  recorded,  advice  was  given  with 
a  view  to  improved  methods  of  sterilisation  and  follow  up  samples  taken. 


For  a  number  of  years  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  have  given  a 
certificate  to  food  handlers  who  have  taken  a  short  course  and  passed  an 
examination  in  the  Hygiene  of  Food  Retailing  and  Catering.  The  College 
of  Further  Education  at  St.  Annes  is  an  approved  centre  for  this  course, 
but  unfortunately  it  has  never  been  possible  to  obtain  a  sufficient  number 
of  interested  people  to  take  the  course.  In  a  sea-side  holiday  resort 
which,  in  many  other  ways,  shows  a  considerable  awareness  of  the  important 
part  that  food  hygiene  plays  in  one  of  its  basic  industries,  it  seems  a 
paradox  that  it  is  impossible  to  interest  the  food  industry  and  catering 
management  and  staff  in  a  course  of  this  nature.  I  commend  this  course 
to  the  food  industry  in  Lytham  St.  Annes  and  hope  that  in  1967  there 
will  be  sufficient  enlightened  staff  and  management  to  enable  at  least  one 
session  of  this  course  to  be  run.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Two  houses  were  disinfected  on  account  of  infectious  disease  by 
means  of  formalin  lamp  and  formalin  spray.  This  procedure  is  adopted  in 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  non-notifiable  disease  upon  request. 

Five  houses  were  found  to  need  treatment  for  infestations. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

There  are,  in  the  Borough,  approximately  16,862  fresh  water  closets. 
In  addition,  there  were  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year,  10  pail  closets,  all 
belonging  to  premises  where  no  sewer  is  available.  All  the  pail  closets 
which  serve  houses  in  the  rural  fringe  are  emptied  regularly  by  the 
Corporation. 


Noise  Investigations 

Complaints  relating  to  noise  increase  every  year.  In  addition  to  a 
number  of  complaints  relating  to  domestic  and  traffic  noise,  five  major  noise 
complaints  relating  to  Industrial  or  Commercial  noise  were  investigated. 
A  total  of  518  visits  and  observations  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  during 
the  year.  All  but  one  of  the  complaints  were  brought  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion  by  informal  action.  The  outstanding  complaint  was  still  under 
active  investigation  at  the  year  end. 


Public  Conveniences 

There  are  twenty-six  Public  Conveniences  under  the  control  of  the 
Health  Department. 

Free  washing  facilities  are  provided  at  the  majority  of  the  con¬ 
veniences.  In  some  of  the  older  ones  it  is  impossible  to  provide  such 
facilities  without  a  major  reconstruction.  In  all,  ten  conveniences  are  with¬ 
out  any  form  of  washing  facilities.

Swimming  Baths  and  Paddling  Pools 

There  are  two  municipally  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough. 
The  details  are  as  follows : 


St.  Annes  Open  Air  Baths : 

Capacity  —  800,000  gallons. 

Source  of  filling  water  —  Sea  Water. 
Treatment  —  filtration  and  chlorination. 
Rate  of  change  —  5/2  hourly. 


Lytham  Baths : 

Capacity  —  90,000  gallons. 

Source  of  filling  water  —  Sea  Water. 

Treatment  —  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Rate  of  change  —  3/2  hourly. 

Daily  checks  are  taken  at  each  pool  and  in  addition  samples  of 
water  from  both  baths  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
During  the  year  78  samples  were  taken  of  which  65  were  satisfactory. 

Twenty-two  samples  were  taken  from  swimming  baths  which  are 
privately  controlled.  Unsatisfactory  results  were  reported  to  the  operators 
and  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  on  re-sampling. 

Nine  samples  of  water  from  Council  maintained  Paddling  Pools 
ware  submitted  for  examination.  An  arbitrary  standard  of  less  than  100 
eoliform  bacilli  per  millilitre  was  adopted  as  showing  a  satisfactory  water 
for  paddling  purposes.  On  this  standard  seven  samples  were  unsatisfactory. 


Clean  Air 

Except  for  those  householders  who  voluntarily  contributed  to  im¬ 
proving  the  atmospheric  pollution  picture  by  converting  their  heating 
arrangements  to  smokeless  combustion,  albeit  inadvertently,  by  installing 
central  heating  in  one  of  its  many  forms,  no  progress  was  made  during 
the  year  towards  the  establishment  of  a  Clean  Air  Zone  in  the  Borough. 
Complaints  relating  to  industrial  smoke  numbered  5  during  the  year. 
Each  was  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 


Pel'  Animals  Act,  1951 

Six  premises  are  licensed  for  the  sale  of  pet  animals.  Seven  visits 
were  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

Two  premises  registered  under  this  enactment  were  found  to  satisfy 
licence  conditions  and  relicensed.  One  of  these,  however,  ceased  to 
operate  during  the  year.  Ten  visits  were  made  by  Inspectors. 

Diseases  of  Animals 

With  delegated  authority  from  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
the  provisions  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957,  is 
enforced  by  the  Council.  The  order  requires  the  inspection  and  licensing  of 
plant  for  the  boiling  of  waste  food.

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

One  public  health  inspector  is  employed,  full-time,  upon  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  Act.  He  commenced  his  duties  in  August,  1964. 

At  the  year  end  534  premises  had  been  registered  and  of  these  425 
had  received  a  general  inspection.  A  total  of  441  visits  had  been  made 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 

Standards  were  found  to  be  generally  good,  but  477  contraventions 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occupiers  for  their  attention.  These 
included  5]  defects  of  floors,  passages  and  stairs,  51  relating  to  First  Aid 
provisions,  63  relating  to  temperature  control,  61  relating  to  sanitary 
conveniences,  33  relating  to  the  lack  of  washing  facilities  and  101  relating 
to  fencing  exposed  parts  of  machinery.

Refuse  Collection 

At  the  year  end  the  vehicle  fleet  engaged  in  refuse  collection  was 
four  32  cubic  yard  capacity.  “Speedyload”  vehicles,  two  18/25  cubic  yard 
capacity  “Paxit”  vehicles,  one  30  cubic  yard  capacity  and  one  20  cubic 
yard  capacity  “Pakamatic”  vehicle,  all  diesel  engined.  One  petrol  engined 
12/16  cubic  yard  capacity  moving  floor  vehicle  was  engaged  in  cardboard 
collection  from  commercial  premises.  Both  the  “Paxit”  vehicles  are 
designed  to  operate  with  20  cu.  ft.  bulk  container  units  in  addition  to 
traditional  collection  methods.  The  smaller  Pakamatic  vehicle  has  an 
overall  width  of  6ft.  6ins.  and  is  designed  to  operate  in  narrow  congested 
town  centre  areas. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1960,  the  operating  fleet  has  been  fully 
converted  from  petrol  to  diesel  power  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
fuel  consumption  over  that  period  as  compared  with  mileage  run.  It  will 
be  seen  that  significant  savings  have  been  effected.  Now  that  the  fleet  is 
fully  converted  to  diesel  operation,  it  must  be  expected  that  annual  fuel 
consumption  will  rise  as  the  mileage  covered  increases  with  the  growth  of 
the  Borough.

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  in  the  Borough  during  1966  remained 
virtually  the  same  as  that  collected  the  previous  year,  although,  the  bulk 
increased  considerably.  In  the  past  years,  various  factors  have  operated 
so  that  the  national  pattern  of  declining  weight  and  increasing  bulk 
of  refuse  has  not  been  completely  mirrored  in  this  Borough.  In  this 
Borough  the  experience  has  been  increasing  weight  as  well  as  increasing 
bulk.  Perhaps  the  very  well  used  “special”  collection  service  referred 
to  later  in  this  report  is  partly  responsible  for  the  comparatively  high 
weight  of  refuse  collected,  as  compared  to  the  resident  population  of  the 
Borough. 

The  last  increase  in  the  number  of  refuse  collection  rounds  operating 
in  the  Borough  was  in  1961.  Since  that  time  the  refuse  from  new  proper¬ 
ties  has  been  absorbed  within  the  framework  of  the  existing  rounds.  Since 
1961  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  has  increased  by  11%  from  13,466  tons 
to  15,709  tons.  Additionally,  refuse  has  become  even  bulkier  thus  taking 
longpr  to  collect.  The  first  part  of  phase  one  of  Lytham  Hall  Park 
development  is  now  complete,  further  development  has  not  yet  commenced 
and  so  the  need,  for  an  extra  vehicle  and  crew  can  be  deferred  for  a  further 
year  and  the  position  reviewed  at  the  end  of  1967. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  minimum  service  was  maintained  to  all 
premises  in  the  Borough.  The  majority  of  hotels  and  shops  were  provided 
with  a  rate-charged  twice  weekly  service.  More  frequent  collections  were 
provided  upon  payment  and  trade  refuse  collected  by  agreement.  A 
separate  paper  salvage  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  to 
shop  and  business  premises. 

A  “special”  collection  service  continued  to  operate  for  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  furniture,  garden  refuse  and  almost  any  material  not  catered 
for  in  the  weekly  routine  collection  service.  A  modest  charge  is  made  for 
this  service.  So  popular  has  this  service  become  that  it  is  necessary  to 
maintain  a  Bedford  7  ton  tipper  lorry  and  employ  two  men  continually  on 
this  work.  I  am  sure  that  the  provision  of  such  a  service  reduces  indis¬ 
criminate  tipping  on  unused  plots  of  land  in  the  Borough. 

I  he  Inspectors  made  a  total  of  1,133  visits  to  premises  in  connection 
with  refuse  collection  matters.

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Refuse  Disposal 

The  Refuse  Handling  Plant  operated  near  to  its  present  maximum 
capacity  during  the  year.  The  greatly  increased  quantity  of  refuse  handled 
per  day  during  the  summer  months  necessitated  extended  hours  of  operation 
and  in  particular  it  was  necessary  to  operate  the  plant  every  Saturday 
morning  during  this  period. 

The  works  are  taken  off  load  for  one  week  in  both  April  and 
October  each  to  carry  out  maintenance  in  those  sections  of  the  plant  not 
otherwise  accessible  and  during  these  periods,  the  Borough’s  refuse  is 
controlled  tipped  at  a  site  in  Saltcotes  Road,  Lytham.  This  tip  is  also 
used  for  builders  refuse,  horticultural  waste,  destructor  screenings  and 
clinker. 

The  net  cost  of  refuse  disposal  increased  during  the  year  by  Is.  5d. 
per  ton.
